— Death Of disability pensioner whose disablement has been 
accepted on the basis of aggravation may also be accepted as due 
to Naval service under Rule 3()>)(ii) above if the last assessment of 
disablement was 50 percent or above. If the last accepted assess- 
ment ’bf disablement was less than 50 per cent, death should not be 
regarded as due to service. 


The above procedure will apply when death is established as due to the dis- 
ability in respect of which disability pension was granted. If this is not the cage, 
the Identification of the cause of death with the invaliding disability will first be 
determined in accordance with the provisions of this rule. If the identity can be 
conceded thereunder, the procedure in the preceding sub-paragraph will be 
followed for determining the further point whether entitlement to special family 
pension can be conceded in a case where an invaliding disability was aggravated 
bv service."
